As previously stated, Scranton 18 a
healthy ity By 1ot -rrlm, 10 the ra-
port of the Board of Health, for the
year 18Wh, we find that during that
poeriod there were ouly 1,046 deaths.

Thirty-three died from typhold fever,
471 from scarlet fever, and two from
malaria fever. This good showing Is
in & large measure due to the abundant
supply of pure water. The following
I# taken from a special réport to the
Doard of Health, from a oommittes
appointed in July, 1648, to Inspect the
works of the water companles. ““The
réecent annlysis of the witer has shown
it to be of & very pure quality, with
minimum of organlc matter contained
therein. * * * These rescrvoelrs are
all fed from mountain etreams, for the

most part running though & rocky,
rough reglon not adapted to cultiva-
